To the inhabitants of the town of Raymond, in the county of 

Rockingham, wm said state: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the poor, for the support of the schools, 
for laying out and repairing highways and building and re- 
pairing bridges, and for all other necessary charges arising 
within the town. 

3. ‘l'o see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
above what the law requires for the support of the library. 

4. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to pay the fire company. 

5. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to wind and keep in repair the public clock. 

6. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for memorial purposes. 

7. To seeif the town will vote to make a discount of 
three per cent on all taxes paid on or before June 15, 1907. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to light the streets. 

9. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
liquor licenses and fix the price for the same. 

10. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
towards exterminating the brown-tail and gypsy moth. 

11. To see if the town will vote to remove a part of the 
pine trees from Pine Grove cemetery. 

12. ‘To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


February 15, 1907. 

The members of the board of health submit the following 
report: — 

There has been but little work for us during the past year. 
A few cases of nuisances have been reported to us and at- 
tended to. ‘There have been no cases of contagious diseases 
in town during the year 1906. 

We had three cases of typhoid fever the past fall, but no 
case that could be traced to the public water supply. We 
would urge on our water commissioners the necessity of 
cleaning out the standpipe at least once a year. Also to open 
the hydrants from time to time, especially on the streets 
where there are but few consumers. We wish also to call 
the attention of the public to the care of the sputum in all 
eases of cough, especially if any disease of the lungs is sus- 
pected. We think the time is near at hand when we must 
devise some means of sewerage for the compact part of the 
town. 

We would also impress upon the people the importance 
of better caring for their sink drains, if possible placing 
them underground. We would also advise better care of the 
rubbish and waste, burning it where ‘practical, and not 
throwing it in or near the river.

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REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


Since our last report two new service pipes have been 
added to the system. Collections from water takers have in- 
creased about fifty dollars over last year. Bathrooms have 
been added in some:places and the tenements have been 
generally filled. 

The repairs to the system have not called for as much out- 
lay as in some previous years. 

We have had to put in some new flooring at the shoe shop, 
where the old was worn through, and have also put in eight 
new tubes in the boiler. We have had four fire escapes 
erected, two on each side of the shop, which we feel are a 
protection to those working there that has been much needed. 

As you will notice by the balance sheet, the amount on 
the wrong side of the account this year was only $34.14. In 
other respects the condition is about the same as one year 
ago. 3

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REMARKS. 


It will be seen by the report that there is quite a surplus 
in the treasury, but there are a number of bills yet to be pre- 
sented. 

The tuition bill for Union District of Candia has not been 
submitted, amounting to one hundred dollars or more, which 
will be seen by last year’s account was one hundred and three 
dollars and fifteen cents; and also has arisen the decision 
that the bills for tuition of scholars attending high and 
other schools outside the town be hereafter paid by the school 
board, formerly having been paid by the town. 

At the end of the fall term it was the earnest wish of many 
of the citizens for a winter term at the primary and inter- 
mediate departments in the Pecker school. 

This interest was made manifest in generous subscriptions 
by private individuals, also by the united efforts of the teach- 
ers, who presented a drama, the proceeds swelling the above 
subscription sufficiently to carry on the schools for a term 
of twelve weeks. 

It is hoped that the school district will see the need of 
raising money enough to carry on this work in the future 
without private subscriptions.
